From an old Friend 



For twenty-three years 1 have been 
honored and blessed by the close 
friendship of I.t.-Culonel ISramwcll 
Taylor, and his untimely death is an 
unspeakable Kliel to ine. To know 
him as i knew him was to love him. 

He had a' great love for Tiie Army 
:md all it stood for. His constant 
thought was "how would this, that, 
or the oilier ait'ect The Army." He 
had a great sense oi justice — a more 
fair-minded man "ever walked. He 
had eyes for the good in people and 
li spirit of generosity that would call 
out i he best in any man. For this he 
was a man whom men would follow, 
and the promotions in rank and posi- 
tion that seemed to fall so thickly 
upon him, but which he bore so 
lightly, \\L>rc the natural awards of 
his inherent greatness. 

Our utauciaiiun was the bosom 
friendship of two lads who grew up 
together, and whose hearts and spirits 
cleaved the one to the other. I never 
Hope io riieel a liner character th:L!i 
Brnmwell Taylor. Not in all my long 
and intiniatf association with him 
did I catch a jarring note in the 
harmony of his life. He was a tower 



of strength to me in an inexplicable 
way that depended not on much 
counsel, advice, or encouragement by 
words of mouth, but on the influence 
of his sLi-rliiiK ciiiiracUM- and hir. 
natural greathearteduess. When my 
father passed away, in his editorial 
tribute he leferred to him as one of 
God's Gieathcaits. That same term 
would apply to Rramwell Taylor 
himself. He was a Greathcart, one of 
God's noblemen Ho hfiii, hoth in 
his personal character and in his 
philosophy of life, "the root of the 
matter in him," and hi-; threat kind- 
ness of heart was to me the sort that 
seemed to envelop you without your 
hoing aware of it. 

I remember well the Sunday night 
in thr- fall of iJifiT when, as we lay 
in our bunks in the dormitory of the 
Clapton Training Gnnison, he in the 
upper berth and I in the lower, after 
one of these wonderful Young- 
People's Councils with the present. 
General, he told me he had decided 
io tfii-i' nji his life to God and nive 
up everything to that end. He then 
tried to help ine to a decision and 
besought me to surrender as he had 
done. From that Sunday night In 



October, 1907, when God called him 
and he answered "Here am I," to 
that Saturday morning in October, 
1P2S, when God called him again, he 
never faltered in his loyalty to God, 
The Army and his own ideals. With- 
out much ado, in quietness and with 
sincerity, the unwritten motto of his 
life was "The best for God and The

Klit 
hails from the Land ul* Evangeline, 
having made her first contribution to 
the world's happiness by coming to 
brighten a home in Grand Pre. Since 
then she has traveled a good many 
thousand miles and .seen .service for 
God and The Army from Halifax to 
Vancouver, and cro.sned and reero.s.sed 
the Atlantic again and again, but 
there i« no place quite like Nova 
Scotia to her. 

Her parents moved from Grand 
I're when she was quite yuuiiK, and 
it was in the eity of Halifax that she 
grew up, steeped in the best tradi- 
tions of that historic city. In the 
shelter of u good home, and with 
Kirents who were faithful Metho- 
dists, she was brought up in the 
I'uar oi 1 "'« Lui^i. 

Caught Them All 

While she was away from home on 
a holiday The Army opened fire on 
the city and created a tremendous 
Herniation; as the Brigadier puts it, 
"Everybody went to The Army." 
Keturning from her holiday, she and 
a number of girl companions prompt- 
ly went to see the new religionisti-- 
uiid learn more of their doings. Tin; 
Army caught them all, and a splen- 
did percentage of that group of 
young people became Officers and 
Soldiers and are such, to-day, while 
some are in the (iloi'ylaud. 

After about a year of Soldiership 
under the famous Captain Nellie 
Bunks (Mrs. Staff-Captain Multby), 
a notice appeared in "The War Cry" 
of that day to the effect that Private 
Ella Macnamara had been appointed 
lo Yarmouth as a Cadet.. .Sin: will 
ncvcl' i'urget thuse Wuiiiierfui days, 
when great crowds thronged the 
Kink Sunday after .Sunday and many 
striking conversions took place. The 
meetings were kept up till such :i 
late hour that the new Cadet, who 
had lived a very quiet and sheltered 
life in her home and was quite un- 
accustomed to staying up beyond a 
certain hour, could hardly keep her 
eyes open. On several occasions she 
wont right off to sleep sitting in her 
chair on the platform. 

lltit as time went on she grew 
more used to the new hours. One 
night, owing to the Captain being ill, 
she had to lead the meeting herself 
— quite an experience for a young 
girl unused to public work. She 
threw herself into the task with the 
courage and determination which has 
always- characterized her, however, 
and that night one of the most 
notorious characters in the town got 
saved. 

Early-Day Struggles 

This comrade, who had been a ter- 
I'iltlc drunkard, became one of the 
brightest .Soldiers of the Corps, and 
in his testimony often used to refer 
to himself as being a. very dirty fish 
before his conversion. "But the little 
I tidy called me down as 1 sat in the 
gallery that night," he would wind 
up, "and now, thank God, I'm 
cleansed." After many years good 
and faithful service in tlv.> Corp.- this 
comrade had u triumphant finish and 
went home, to Glory, Mad it not been 
for the advent of The Army into the 
town, he, and muny others, would 
probably have died in their sin. 
Success in the winning of souls is 
the reward of Army Officers, and it 
brings much satisfaction to be- able 
to look- back upon ,i career crowded 
with good and useful service for God 
ami humanity. 

In the following yrar Cadet Mac- 
namara was promoted to the rank 
;>f Captain and sent to open a Corps 
in Quebec Province, flow she had to 
raise her railway fain llivows an 
interesting light on the. carly-dny 
struggles of The Army in this coun- 
try. 

Tn Company with Captain Williams 
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(the late Mis. Colonel Taylor) she 
was sent as far as Newcastle by her 
Provincial Officer. The funds would 
not allow of any further travel, so 
the two Captains were instructed to 
conduct a meeting in NeweusUe, take- 
up a collection, and then go as far 
as they could with what they ob- 
tained. When they arrived at New- 
castle they found that the Officers 
had just farewellcd and the new ones 
had not arrived. Nothing daunted, 
they took charge of the Corps them- 
selves for the time being and an- 
nounced a mnetinc for t.h.-it. iiinrht.

They had to raise their travelling 
somehow, or else stop there in- 
definitely. 

A large crowd attended the meet- 
ing, and while Captain .Macnamara 
sang a solo Captain Williams went 
for the coiieciion. When she had 
counted it up she whispered to Cap- 
tain Macnamara, "I've got just 
enough for my fare, you'll have to 
get yours now." 

"Alright," said Captain Mac- 
namara, "you sing a solo and I'll go 
fur another collection." 

So the roles were reversed, and 
when the second collection was 
counted it was found lo be just about 
equal to the first. Thus the two Cap- 
tains were enabled to continue hap- 
pily on their way. 

It was a very small place that Cup- 
lain .Macnamara was appointed to, 
and she keenly fell the contrast be- 
tween it and the big Corps of the 
liasl. For some time she suffered 
acutely from the malady known aa 
'■homesickness." 

An Army Heroine 

She felt so bad that she had lo 
hide all the photos of her friends and 
relatives till she could look at them 
without crying. Having finally over- 
come her own feelings, however, she 
threw herself heart and soul into the 
work of the Corps and had the joy of 
seeing a good work begun. 

She had her share of the persecu- 
tion which was the lot of Army Offi- 
cers in Quebec Province in those 
days. 

As the Urigadier talked lo "The 
War Cry" interviewer she covered 
her eyes and shuddered at the 
memory of those days long gone by. 
She say*: "At Quebec Ihey only 
stoned us." There was a fine touch 
of heroism in the way she spoke of 
that experience t\<- (hough it were a 
trifle. Then she added, "At Saint 
Johns the newly-formed Baud from 
Montreal was with us; it was Winter, 
and the roughs broke up the ice and 



threw it at us. The Bandsmen went 
down like ninepins. Ugh, blood 
everywhere," and again she passed 
her hand across her eyes. To even 
remotely visualize the devotion of 
those comrades it is necessary to re- 
member that Captain Macnamara 
had not yet reached her twentieth 
birthday when she was called upon 
to face this baptism of blood. 

Her next move was lo Toronto, 
wiiere she commanded the old Arthur 
Street Corps, long since merged into 
other city Corps; even the street has 
(nut. itu iflnntltv vein's ,-itro. Tile 
lingering memories of this Corps are 
of tremendous crowds, mostly of 
rough, hardened sinners, and a com- 
pany of Soldiers of a wonderful 
fighting spirit. 

In the Far West 

Promoted Ensign in 11333 alic Was 
given charge of Lippincott Corps and 
Training Garrison in Toronto. From 
here she went to Brockvillc and then 
to Belleville. 

Orders then came for tile far West 
and she was appointed to Fargo, 
North Dakota, which was then in- 
eluded in the Canadi . Territory. A 
term at Grand Forks followed and 
then she was promoted Adjutant and 
given charge of the Brandon Corps 
and District. 

This meant much "scouting," and 
involved a great deal of hardship: 
long journeys must be taken in 
sleighs with the temperature often 
far below zero; she rode many a 
weary mile in the caboose of a freight 
train; often there was considerable 
danger, as when driving across a 
river or lake with the ice cracking 
under the runners. 

One Self-Deninl week she travelled 
one hundred and fifty miles, calling 
on the farmers and conducting meet- 
ings in outlying settlements. A ter- 
rific hltaznrd swept Iho prairies just 
as she ncu red the end of her journey 
and she got home with icicles hang- 
ing from her eyebrows.

There can he no Armistice Day in 
The Salvation Army

THE COMMEMORATION of Armistice Day on November I I th 
arouses solemn and thankful feelings within our hearts. We 
recall the terrible years of carnage, when the embattled nations 
expressed their hate with "reeking tube and iron shard." and we 
shudder at such an awful revelation of the sinfulness and Futility ot 
war. The longer any sin thrives in the world the more it discloses its 
true nature until it stands forth in all its naked horror. Well might 
the human race exclaim with Pollock: 

'Oh. cursed, cursed sin! Traitor to God, 

And Ruiner of man! Mother of woe, 

And Ueath and Hell.' Wretched, yet seeking worse 

Polluted most, yet wallowing in the mire." 
In 1918 the world was weary of war. Sorrow torn and distress- 
ed battered and bruised, the people of the world realized as never 
before that war was a ghastly failure and a hideous deception. 

In view of this revelation would it not be the most genuine ful- 
filment of the desires of the gallant men who fell in the Great War 
that this generation should forswear the evil for ever. 

These are the solemn thoughts that come to our mind as each 
Armistice Day recurs. But it is meet also that we should be thank- 
ful on this day and praise God for the blessing of peace, praying that 
the day may soon dawn when the nations shall beat their swords inlt- 
ploup;hshares and learn war no more.

IN THE throbbing cities racn may

The Plague 

They met a * funeral procession 
comprised entirely of men. (Javan- 
ese women never attend a funeral. 
3"hey stay at home) The "imam" 
was at its head chanting an eerie 
Arabic air which was taken up in a 
low, full-throated, wailing song by 
the Islam coterie. 

The corpse was carried on a home- 
made bamboo bier and was merely 
wrapped in a white sheet. Two men 
carried native "song songs" or um- 
brellas, which were held over the 
head of the corpse to protect it from 
the broiling sun — a very necessary 
procedure according to native super- 
Btition. 

Before the Officers reached the 
Quarters' gate old Lama had rushed 
out to meet them and to breathe in a 
hushed voice the terrifying news, 
"The plague has come to the village! 
The p.ague has come to the village!" 

Jean and Evangel found the news 
wee all too true. Before many dnys 
were past men, women and children 
were dying like flies. The proces- 
sion of wailing mounters passed by 
on its way to the cemetery with in- 
creasing frequency from day to day. 

For long hours the two girts 
visited the sick and administered 
such relief as was passible to stem 
the agonizing torture of the dread 




were too widspread and 
prevalent for them to do 
their work together. They 
parted at the garden gate in 
the morning, each to go her 
own round and only met 
again late in the day. 

When they eventually re- 
tired at night they were 
kept awake by the moans 
and groans of the suffering 
and dying. Nearly every 
house was affected. In some cases 
houses that a week previously were 
vibrating with family life were 
now still and empty, with every 
former occupant dead. 

Often at the dead of night The 
Army Officers were called from their 
beds to paint infected plague swell- 
ings with iodine or to administer 
alleviations. 

"Will you bring me some rice from 
the market?" requested - woman of 
Lama as she was setting out for the 
native "passar" soon after sunrise 
one morning. The old Salvationist 
assented. 

Ministering Ang els 

Lama returned a little after mid- 
day and went to deliver the rice to 
the woman in question— and to find 
her dead! Owing to the heat, 
funerals generally take place on the 
same day as the death in Java, and 
so Lama found her friend not only 
dead, but almost ready for burial. 
And a short seven hours previous 
she was apparently in the best of 
health! 

It is the great desire of every, 
native villager to be washed with 
scented soap after they are dead, and 
be wrapped in a white cloth for 
burial. The first contact which the 
missionaries were able to make with 
some of their enemies in the village 
was when they were able to supply 
them with a burial eloth for their 
child, or wife, or husband, and to say 
their "God bless you!" with a few 
words of sympathy. 

Jean and Evangel were minister- 
ing angels, fast becoming adored by 
the wondering populace. Those who 
hated their religion loved their 
actions. 

In constant touch with this out- 
break of bubonic plague for some 
months they trusted in God for their 
safety. 

Be it known to the reader that 
bubonic plague is spread by the flea 
of the rat. The flea becomes infect- 
ed, then drops from the rat, bitea 
someone's foot or arm and spreads 
the disease. 

Infested With Rats 

Now the Officers' house was in- 
fested with rats. They were com- 
panionable, and could be seen at any 
meal time perched up in the rafters 
contemplating the cjuality of the 
meal they hoped to have when the 
humans below were finished, and 
sometimes daring greatly, they would 
scamper across the floor. 

But, wonder of wonders, from the 
day that the plague broke out in the 
village nob a rat was ever seen in 



the home of Jean or Evangel. This

native Officer who lived next door.

It 
proved to be the Government doctor 
from Tjandri, The alarming num- 
ber of deaths had brought hiin to in- 
vestigate. 

When he met Evangel and her Cap- 
tain he became terribly anxious for 
their safety. "You must leave here 
at once, ladies," he had ordered, but 
they merely shook their heads and 
smiled at him.

CONDUCTING SIGNALS 

A Few Words For Songster-Leaders 




UNISON SINGING is most strik- 
ing when a large body of vocal- 
ists is employed; therefore tnis 
plan should be adopted wlien broad 
effects are desired, when there is 
a poor balance of voices, or when an 
accompaniment is impossible and the 
inner parts are not familiar. 
For really good unison singing: 

1. Everybody should join in. Uni- 

as .good as" that by a large number, 
even though some of the voices arc 
second rate. These voices are hid- 
den, and yet add to the general 
effect. 

2. Unison singing need not always 
be loud. This is a great mistake. A 
verse with every voice joining in, 
but taken in a whisper, is helpful. 
The leader should insist on a whisper. 
Some Songsters have very strange 
ideas of what "pianos" really are, 
although they fully understand 
"fort*." 

3. If men and women sing in uni- 
son, the effect is far better than 
when one kind of voice only is heard. 
Occasionally a verse may be taken 
by either section, but the voices com- 
bined produce the best effect. 

4. Attention must be paid to attnek 
— every voice mass commence and 
leave each note at the same instant. 

Bearinp; on this is the question of 
words; every syllable must be pro- 
nounced alike, and simultaneously. 

6. The leader should not allow 
Songsters to fall into the habit of 
"putting in a part of their own," or 
of humming something not in the 
melody. Basses are often offenders 
in this respect. 

i). The tune must be placed at a 
convenient pitch for ali the voices, 
the men must not he expected to 
strain fnr the high notes, or the 
women for low-placed notes. 

Importance of Pitch 

The choice of pitch is one that 
should receive careful attention and, 
if no instrument is near to give the 
pitch decided upon beforehand, the 
leader should have recourse to a. 
tuning-fork or pitch-pipe. Nothing 
more tends to ridicule than to hear 
a body of singers commence a tunc 
too high. 

If all the singing is in unison it 
is apt to become monotonous and un- 
interesting, hence judicious thought 
should be given when determining 
whether harmonic or unison singing 
should be the method used. 



Every leader should have a system 
of signalling, by which he can, 
without speaking, convey lo his 
Brigade the idea he has in mind with 
regard to the rendering of a. piece of 
music. Some leaders imagine that 
simply "wagging the stick" through 
its three or four beats in a bar is 
leading. It is nothing of the kind. 
If it were, a machine would do it far 

A Brigade cannot be better than 
its leader, and, if he is not well pre- 
pared before coining to practice, the 
music suffers. A good leader will 
produce more telling results from a 
poor Brigade than a poor leader 
from a good Brigade. 

Conducting Signals 

Wlien the Songsters are quite ready 
with their music to begin a practice*, 
a sharp tap with the baton on the 
stand should be sufficient to arreFi. 
the attention of all. Silence should 
be the result of the first tap. 

The Brigade should rise in order, 
and an upward movement of the 
baton or a finger should be the sig- 
nal for this; every member sbnuld 
stand at the same instant. Even 
this simple movement requires a 
considerable amount of practice be- 
fore it produces the desired effect.

!>ters should remain standing until 'a 
signal is given for them to take their 
seats; this need not be obtrusivcly 
made.

though degress of force can be indi- 
cated by th" baton, it is permissible 
to use the left hand for bignallinn. 
For iimtaiicc, it" tile hand be held u|i 
paim facing tiie. members, in. front 
of tho body, this could mean soft or 
very soft; while, if the same hand be 
held out more at the side, and per- 
haps waved, ;: ninrr forcible rr-ndor- 
ing is required. 

Soft, smooth, or sustained singing 
is far more difficult to keep in tune 
than that of a more robust character; 
but a Brigade should be able to ren- 
der botli kinds satisfactorily. 

Lenders should always be as ralm 
as possible, quiet in movement, and 
deliberate in action. This ha? a good 
effect on both singers and listeners. 
All frantic effort must be restrained, 
but the expression of the face of the 
leader can indicate to the singers a 
great deal. By looking at it as they 
watch the beat they can read much

The following will tell you why the 
C scale is called the natural scale: 

Because it is accepted as a standard 
or us a basis for our system of no- 
tation, all the nctes used in it being 
called natural notes, which are those 
used apart from the sharpening or 
flattening process which every other 
scale requires for at least one of its 
.. notes. It is not that C major hns a 
closer connection with nature, there- 
fore, that it i6 given the name of the 
natural scale, for every other scale 
has as much or as little to do with 
nature. 

Our sybi.eni of notation, how- 
ever, as well as the arrangement of 
the keyboard of such instruments as 
the organ and piano, required some 
scale to be taken as a center or as a 
starting point, and C has been chosen

A very objectionable habit is that 
of stamping the feet when leading. 
It is an easy one to gel into, but 
difficult to leave off. If the singers 
arc too much engaged reading their 
parts when learning new music to 
look up, and i'. is necessary to make 
sound.- to imprest the beats on them, 
tappinc on the desk with (he baton is 
far preferable.

All other scales require in their 
formation not only a starting with a 
new keynote, but also the sharpen- 
ing (raising) or flattening (lower- 
ing) of some one or more of the tones, 
and the notation marks these changes 
by tho use of a sharp or a flat sign 
before the notes reiiresenl.tlive- of 
these altered sounds. 

In the use of hey signatures, one 
or more sharp.-, or flat:, are alway.; 
implied, and so there is a saving of 
the use of the sharp ir flat before 
every note that is required tn he 
made sharp or flat in any scale taken 
as a basis.

'j cup raw rice, salt, pnyrilia, 1 ceS- 
1 tablespoon melted butter, boiling 
water, pepper, \-i grated onion, 1 cup 
cracker crumbn, ?.i cup chopped raisins.
